George Washington University will leave the Southern Conference on 
June 30, 1970. 

The announcement was made today by Dr. Theodore Perros at the regular 
meeting of the Southern Conference in Greenville, N.C. Dr. Perros is GW's 
faculty representative to the Southern Conference. 

On behalf of GW President Lloyd H. Elliott, Dr. Perros expressed 
the University's "complete satisfaction with," and "great appreciation for," 
the "fine relationship" George Washington has had with member institutions 
in the Southern Conference during the 28 years GW has been in the Conference. 

GW's University Senate and its Student Assembly—the representative 
bodies of GW faculty and students, respectively—had both requested that 
the University terminate its relationship with the Southern Conference. 

These groups believe that GW independence will enable the University to 
play more games in large northern and midwestern cities in which GW alumni 
and students are concentrated. 

Dr. Perros noted that GW's cessation of football in 1966 curtailed 
an important relationship with Conference schools and prompted extensive 
discussions on the University's possible departure from the Conference.

in the Conference. The University Senate and Student Assembly had both requested 
that the University terminate its relationship with the Southern Conference. 

These groups believe that GW independence will enable the University to play more 
games in large northern and midwestern cities in which GW alumni and students are 
concentrated. 

Burton M, Sapin, currently professor of political science at the University 

of Minnesota and Nimitz Professor at the U.S. Naval War College, Newport, R.I., 
has been appointed Dean of GW's School of Public and International Affairs. Mr. 

Sapin will succeed Dean Hiram M. Stout, who desires to return to full-time teaching 
at GW. 

An authority on United States foreign policy, Mr. Sapin has served on the 
faculty of North Carolina State, Princeton University, Vanderbilt University, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Johns Hopkins University. He worked in 
the State Department from 1961-1965, first as a Foreign Affairs Officer, and then, 
as a member of a three-man policy planning staff for the Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of State for Personnel. 

Mr. Sapin has written extensively in the field of U.S. foreign policy and will 
have his latest book. Contemporary American Foreign and Military Policy , published 
in the fall. 

He received an A.B. and A.M. from Columbia University in 1945 and 1947, respec¬ 
tively, and a Ph.D. in 1953 from Princeton. 

Judge Catherine B. Kelly of the District of Columbia Court of Appeals (GW, JD'51), 

has been named the "woman lawyer of the year" by the Women's Bar Association of the 

District. Judge Kelly served as an associate judge of the municipal court under 
President Eisenhower, and was later appointed as associate judge of the District 
Court of Appeals by President Johnson. 

GW is presently engaged in a project funded by a $68,500 grant from the Ford 

Foundation aimed at developing a greater first-hand understanding of educational 

practices and problems for those persons who formulate Federal education legislation. 
This will be done by bringing these individuals (representatives from the legislative 
offices of the Department of Health, Education and Welfare, the Office of Education 
and the Bureau of the Budget) into closer contact with educators, students and citizen 
groups in the field. Traveling seminars will involve these representatives in visits 
to schools, computer programs, and poverty projects both in the inner city and 
Appalachia. Director of the projects is Samuel Halperin.

NASA GRANT TO PAY FOR MANUAL 

The Department of Electrical Engineering of The George Washington 
University has received a grant of $lU,865 from the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration to write a communications circuit design 
manual for the use of engineers of space-oriented communications 
circuits. 

Nicholas Kyriakopoulos, of GW's Department of Electrical 
Engineering, is the chief investigator for the grant awarded by NASA's 
Electronics Research Center in Cambridge, Mass. 

Ten to fifteen universities have been financed by the Electronics 
Research Center in the development of Network Analysis for the Systems 
Application Program (NASAP). The purpose is to determine the appli¬ 
cability of NASAP as a computer tool in solving network problems arising 
in spacecraft systems. 

The manual will be helpful to engineers in the design of electronics 
systems.

SPACE - TIME - FORCE - DANCE 

Five dances selected from the Spring Concert of the George Washington 
University Dance Company will be presented on TOPIC, Sunday, June 1 at 10:30 a.m'. 
on WRC-TV, channel 4. The five selections represent the diversity of movement 
and theme in Modern Dance. 

Blades , choreographed by Dolores Novoa Stackhouse, uses movement and 
sculpture to involve the audience in creating the dance. Diversions was created 
improvisionally from the sensation of the dancers being moving columns. The 
use of costume is important in the effect created by Jo Anne Sellars. Who 
Knows the Way Out of a Rose? relied on the most genuine movement there is - human 
gestures - for choreographer Sue Warshaw to communicate the idea of creating. 
These gestures were then abstracted so the movement was more universal and 
therefore more capable of communication. Trisect , by Nancy Johnson, studies the 
fundamental relationship of the individual to the group. Light in Two Parts 
is a romantic and scientific exploration of light. Part 1 studies the romantic 
light, perhaps inspired by Moonlight. Only Part 1 of Light in Two Parts created 
by Jim Bunting, will be seen.

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GWU TO OFFER DANCE WORKSHOP 


A three-week workshop in dance with A1 Huang and Company as artists-in-resi- 
dence will be offered by The George Washington University through its degree 
program in dance June 16 through July 3. 

The dance workshop is designed for both men and women who are involved with 
modern dance as performers, choreographers, teachers, and adult students of dance 
at intermediate and advanced levels. The workshop includes three courses: Dance 
Technique and Theory; Dance Composition; and Repertory. From one to three hours 
of graduate or undergraduate credit can be earned. At the end of the workshop, 
there will be a performance of student compositions in the department's studio- 
theatre, Building J. The course in Repertory will include work in lighting, 
costuming, and make up. 

A1 Huang and Conpany featuring Suzanne Pierce and William Hansen will present 
a dance concert in Lisner Auditorium GWU on Thursday, June 26, at 8:30 p.m. 
Sponsored by the George Washington University Summer Sessions, the concert will be 
open to the public. 

Currently a Fellow in the Center for Advanced Study, University of Illinois 
in Urbana, A1 Huang is director, choreographer, and performer for the A1 Huang 
Dance Company. He has been on the dance faculty of the University of California 
at Los Angeles since 1963 and is a frequent guest-artist teacher at festivals and 
universities in the United States. (Soloist at the Harkness and Jacob's Pillow 
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Dance Festivals; performances with Sammy Davis and Lotte Goslar; a featured 
appearance in the film version of "Flower Drum Song;" and choreographies for New 
York's Contemporary Dance, Inc.) Born in Shanghai, China, A1 Huang studied 
architectural design at U.C.L.A. (Bachelor of Arts) and choreography at Bennington 
College (Master of Arts). 

Suzanne Pierce, wife of A1 Huang, will assist in the workshop along with two 
other members of the company. She has been the leading soloist with the company 
since it was formed in 1964. The Huangs spent 1966-67 as Ford Foundation Research 
Scholars in the Republic of China studying classical theater and dance, including 
costuming and elaborate face painting make-up, finding a synthesis of the symbolic 
Oriental Theater with the more realistic psychological Western theater. 

As Visiting Professor at the College of Chinese Culture and guest teacher at 
the celebrated Foo Sing Opera School, Mr. Huang conducted seminars for professional 
dancers sued teachers and formed a Chinese dance company with lU members. 

The Huangs performed in Hong-Kong,Thailand, Malaysia, Singapore, Korea, and 
Japan, before returning to America where they were artists-in-residence at the 
University of Hawaii, choreographing and performing at the Festival of the Arts of 
This Century.

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THREE GWU FACULTY; MEMBERS TO BE MADE EMERITUS 

Three members of The George Washington University faculty will receive the 
honored status of professor emeritus at the l48th annual commencement of the uni¬ 
versity to be held on Sunday, June 8, 1969, at 8:00 p.m. in the University Yard 
(Constitution Hall if rain). 

Those who will become emeritus are: Dr. Thelma Hunt, Professor of Psychology; 
Dr. Everett H. Johnson, Professor of Statistics; and Dr. Dexter M. Bullard, Clinical 
Professor of Psychiatry. All three will continue to teach as professors emeritii 
in residence next year. 

Dr. Hunt holds four degrees from George Washington: Bachelor of Arts (1924); 
Master of Arts (1925); Doctor of Philosophy (1927),and Doctor of Medicine, M.D. 

(1935)• At the time she received her Ph.D. at age 23, she was the youngest person 
ever to earn a Ph.D. at George Washington. Born in Aurora, Arkansas, she attended 
Central High School in Washington, D. C. She was honored with an alumni achievement 
award by the alumni of Central High School in 1956. She received the alumni achieve¬ 
ment award of GWU General Alumni Association in June, 1961. A member of Sigma Xi, 
science honorary, and Psi Chi, psychology honorary, she taught at Middle Tennessee 
State College at Murfreesboro, Tenn., for one year in 1927-28, before returning to 
George Washington to teach in the fall of 1928. In addition to teaching, Dr. Hunt 
has done extensive work in the fields of testing and counseling. She served as 
executive officer of the Department of Psychology for 25 years. She holds member¬ 
ship in national, regional, and local psychological and scientific associations. 
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She was elected a fellow of the American Psychological Association in 1949. She has 
written numerous articles in her field and is the author of three books: Foundations 
of Abnormal Psychology (with F. A. Moss); Measurement in Psychology ; and Psychology 
in Use (one of 12 sections of a large book, published by the American Book Co.). 

Dr. Johnson came to the university in 1947 as Associate Professor of Statistic 
A native of Carmel, Indiana, and a graduate of Carmel High School, he received the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts from DePauw University with a major in mathematics. He 
received his Master of Arts from Lehigh University and his Doctor of Philosophy 
degree from the University of Michigan. He is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, national 
scholastic honor society which recognizes "outstanding intellectual ability well 
employed." Prior to coming to George Washington, he taught at New York University 
and the Universities of Detroit, Michigan and Minnesota, From 1942 to 1944 he 
served as senior economist in the Office of Price Administration.- From 1944 to 1947 
he was an economic analyst in the Department of Agriculture's War Food Adminis¬ 
tration. He is a member of the American Statistical Association, the American 
Economic Association, and the Mathematics Association of America. In 1959, a paper 
of Dr. Johnson's, "An Evaluation of Certain Aspects of the BLS (Bureau of Labor 
Statistics) Report 'Frequency of Change in Wholesale Prices'," was included as part 
of the appendix of a U.S. Chamber of Commerce report, Administered Prices and 
Inflation . 

Dr. Bullard came to George Washington as Clinical Professor of Psychiatry in 
January, 1962. He holds the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy from Yale University 
and received his medical degree (M.D.) from the University of Pennsylvania. From 
1925 to 1931 he was assistant physician at Chestnut Lodge Inc. in Rockville, Mary¬ 
land. From 1931 to the present he has been medical director of Chestnut Lodge.

MAN AND THE MOON offers a view of the significant 
aspect of applying technological developments to medical needs.

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FOU R T O RE CEI V E HONORAR Y DEGREES 


AT GWU COMMENCEMENT 


Four distinguished men will receive honorary degrees at the lU8th annual 
commencement of the George Washington University to be held on Sunday, June 8, 1969, 
at 8:00 p.m. in the University Yard (Constitution Hall if rain). 

Senator Edmund S. Muskie of Maine will receive the degree of Doctor of Public 
Service. Dr. Marshall Clagett, Professor, Institute for Advanced Study, Princeton 
University, will receive a Doctor of Laws. The Reverend Charles Martin, Headmaster 
of St. Albans School, and Canon of the Washington Cathedral, will receive a Doctor 
of Letters. Roger W. Jones, a former Chairman of the U.S. Civil Service Commission, 
will receive the degree of Doctor of Public Service. 

Senator Muskie will deliver the commencement address. George Washington 
University President Lloyd H. Elliott will confer the honorary degrees and degrees 
in course and deliver the traditional charge to the graduates. Approximately 2,2U6 
graduates will receive degrees from the university. 

Senator Muskie first held elective office as a member of the Maine House of 
Representatives in 19^6, where he served four subsequent terms. Eight years later, 
he was elected Governor of Maine, and came to the Senate in 1958, the first popularly 
elected Democratic Senator in Maine history. He is currently serving as chairman 
of the Senate's Legislative Review Committee, and Assistant Majority Whip. His 
major legislative interests are: air and water pollution abatement; guarding the 
human environment; urban problems; intergovernmental cooperation and efficiency; 
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historic preservation, and regional economic development. As Governor of Maine, 
he was able to bring about increased support for education at all levels. He 
attended Rumford (Maine) Public Schools, Bates College, where he was Phi Beta 
Kappa, Cum Laude, and class president; and Cornell University Law School, where he 
was also Cum Laude. He served in the U.S. Navy during World War II in both the 
Atlantic and Pacific theaters. 

Dr. Claggett is a distinguished authority on medieval science and is well 
known for his many scholarly publications, among them, the books: Archimedes in the 
Middle Ages , Volume I (Volume II in progress); Medieval Science of Weights (with 
Ernest Moody); and The Science of Mechanics in the Middle Ages . Dr. Claggett is 
currently vice president of the international Academy of the History of Science. 

He served as president of the History of Science Society from 1962 to 1964. He is 
a fellow of the Medieval Academy of America and of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, and a member of the American Philosophical Society. He holds degrees of 
Bachelor of Arts and Master of Arts from George Washington and received his Ph. D. 
from Columbia University. He served in the U.S. Navy during World War II and first 
taught at Columbia University. From 1947 to 1964, he was on the faculty of the 
University of Wisconsin, the last ten years as Professor of the History of Science. 
He also served from 1959 to 1964 as Director of the University of Wisconsin's 
Institute for Research in the Humanities. He has been at Princenton since 1964. 

He is currently working on three books in the field of medieval science. 

Canon Martin is a native of Philadelphia, Pa. Upon graduation from the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1921, he Joined the faculty of the Episcopal Academy 
in Philadelphia as an instructor. When he was ordained into the Episcopal priest¬ 
hood in 1933, he was appointed chaplain of the Academy, and in 1936, he was elected 
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assistant headmaster. In 19^2, he became Rector of St. Paul's Parish, Burlington, Vt. 
He served there until 19**9» when he came to Washington as Headmaster of St. Albans 
School. He is currently serving as president of the Country Day School Headmasters' 
Association of the United States and as a member of the board of directors of the 
American Red Cross, D. C. Chapter. He has been a trustee of the Boys Club of Washing¬ 
ton and of the House of Mercy. He has cultivated relationships with the public 
schools of the District and worked with the boards of a number of Roman Catholic . 
schools and colleges. He has been responsible for introducing into St. Albans' 
curriculum the study of community problems and for seeking to develop in the boys 
a sense of responsibility to their community. He is the author of Letters from a 
Headmaster's Study . 

Mr. Jones is now serving as Assistant Director of the Bureau of the Budget and 
is working in the area of federal personnel management and policy. He began his 
long career in government service in 1933 with the Central Statistical Board. He 
transferred to the Bureau of the Budget in 1939* and with the exception of the period 
of his service in the U.S. Army in World War II (19^2 to 19^5), he was with the 
Bureau for the next 20 years. After 19^5 Mr. Jones served successively in a number 
of posts, including those of Assistant Director for Legislative Reference (19 1 *9-1957).. 
as one of the Bureau's three Statutory Assistant Directors, (1957-1958), and was 
named Deputy Director in 1958. In 1959, he was appointed by President Eisenhower 
as Chairman of the U.S. Civil Service Commission, a post he retained until he was 
named by President Kennedy in January, 1961, as Deputy Under Secretary of State for 
Administration. On July 1, 1962, Mr. Jones was transferred back to the Bureau of the 
Budget as Senior Consultant and Special Assistant to the Director of the Bureau until 
his retirement from full-time duties September 30, 1968. He continues as a part-time 
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Consultant to the Bureau. He has been serving as Executive-in-Residence at 
Princeton University for this academic year (1968-1969). During the course of his 
government career, Mr. Jones received the President's Award for Distinguished 
Federal Civilian Service; the Career Service Award of the National Civil Service 
League; and the 1961 Stockberger Award for outstanding contributions in the field 
of personnel administration. He is a member of the Advisory Board to the new 
Federal Executive Institute in Charlottesville, Va., and a director of the World¬ 
wide Assurance for Employees of Public Agencies, Inc. A native of New Hartford, 
Conn., he received his Bachelor of Arts degree from Cornell University (1928) and 
his Master of Arts from Columbia University (1931). 
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
